1 . An amendment was received from the applicant on January 9, 2008. 

2. Claims 2, 5-7, 10, 13, 15, 17 and 19 have been canceled. 

3. Claims 1, 3, 4, 8, 9, 11, 12, 14, 16 and 18 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The internal 
roof cladding for a passenger vehicle as claimed is not shown or suggested in the prior 
art because of the use of a roof cladding that is comprised of a cladding element that is 
arranged in a region of a door drive and includes a bearing surface for making contact 
with a complementary surface that is formed on a further cladding element, said further 
cladding element being arranged between two cladding elements each situated 
opposite one another and spanning a central region of a roof, and coving elements that 
adjoin said cladding element. 

5. The prior art as disclosed by Schwenkler (US 3,21 0,875) shows the use of an 
internal roof cladding that is comprised of a cladding element that is arranged above a 
vehicle door and includes a bearing surface for contacting a complementary surface of 
a further cladding element, and coving elements which adjoin said cladding element. 
Bohm et al. (US 6,318,797) discloses a vehicle roof module that includes a coving 
element with a cutout for detachably connecting a lighting fixture. Guernsey 

(US 2,502,320) discloses a vehicle roof that includes a cladding element that spans a 
central region of said roof between a pair of lighting fixtures and a pair of ventilation 
ducts located on opposite sides of said vehicle roof.
